Another Paul Revere to Be on the 
Lookout 


‘Lhe tiny spores of apple scab, the dreaded 
enemy of the fruit-grower, will soon be 
marching through Middlesex County as did 
the Red Coats in ’75. Another Paal Revere 
will be on the lookout “to spread the alarm 
through every Middlesex village and farm, 
for the country folk to be up and armed.” 

Arrangements have been completed today 
whereby Theodore T. Ayers, of the De- 
partment of Botany of the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, will be stationed in the 
Nashoba Fruit Belt of Middlesex County to 
watch for the approach of this dreaded fruit 
infection and warn farmers so that they may 
apply their sprays at just the right time to 
control the disease. The telephone and 
automobile will replace the fiery steed of 
revolutionary days. 

Apple scab is one of the most troublesome 
of orchard pests. ‘The difference of a few 
days in applying the control sprays frequent- 
ly means failure to stop its ravages in the 
orchard. It is a disease which lives over 
winter on the dead leaves. In the warm 
damp days of spring it develops and sends 
forth tiny spores which float in the air until 
they alight on the new leaves developing on 
the tree. ‘The secret of successful control is 
to have the whole leaf covered with a lime- 
sulphur spray, which is toxic to the spores, 
and thus offer no foothold for the develop- 
ment of the disease. 

At the season when the disease is infectious 
the new leaves are growing rapidly. ‘Lhe 
spray applied today may cover the entire leaf 
surface but within a few days new leaf 
growth will afford a foot hold for the apple 
scab spores. 

Effective control, therefore, requires that 
someone watch the development of the 
spores and warn the growers just before the 
air becomes ladened with disease spores. Mr. 
Ayers will have to use his microscope care- 
fully and continuously in order to be faithful 
to his trust. Cold weather will delay the 
development of the disease whereas warm, 
damp weather will hasten it. The infection 
may come any time after the latter part of 
April depending upon the weather, 

This service rendered by the Massachu- 
setts Agricultural College should prove a 
great boon to the fruit industry.

No brook trout less than six inches in 
length may be lawfully taken and no brown 
or rainbow trout can be taken under eight 
inches in length. Fishermen taking trout 
less than eight inches should make sure that 
they are not taking brown or rainbow trout. 

Only 25 trout are allowed to one person in 
one day, If two or more persons are fishing 
from the same boat or raft only 30 trout ma:

Stop, Look and Listen 


With red lights flashing, a bell ringing, and 
a sign swinging the word “STOP” before 
their eyes, commuters hurrying through the 
North Station Monday morning slowed down 
in their rush for offices and shops to see the 
latest of the electrical devices used by the 
Boston & Maine Railroad to protect mo- 
torists and pedestrains who use highways 
which are crossed by the railroad. 

Mounted in the Midway, with an arm 
fifteen feet above the ground extending over 
the concourse, this automatic flagman 
challenged the eyes and the ears of all. It 
would be a heedless person on the highway 
who did not take note of the threefold warn- 
ing of lights, bell and swinging sign, com- 
muters agreed. 

With the approach of a train the twelve 
red lights, arranged in irregular opposite rows 
of six lights each, flash alternately as if a red 
lamp was being swung back and forth across 
the road. At the same time, the twelve-inch 
vibrating gong clangs its alarm, and the big 
red and white “STOP” disc swings out like 
a pendulum from behind a ‘“Look-Listen” 
sign, asserting its imperative command.

Does Congress Seek to Manage This 
State 

Are our rights for sale? Do we await 
bids from Washington? The proposal 
to establish an estate tax in Massa- 
chusetts, which was the subject of a 
hearing before the House ways and 
means committee yesterday, exhibits 
one more attempt of Congress to usurp 
the rights of the states by means of 
financial inducement. In the 1926 
revenue act, Congress has provided 
that the states may have 80 per cent of 
the United States estate tax back if 
they will make their own inheritance 
taxes as much as 80 per cent of the 
federal levy. Now this proposed bill 
would increase our Bay state inheritance 
taxes in every instance where they — 
with other state inheritance taxes — 
amount to less than that percentage of 
the United States levy. 

The enactment of such a statute would 
mean that our rates of inheritance tax 
would be governed not by the needs of 
Massachusetts, but by the ideas of 
Congress as to what we need. It would 
be a surrender of the judgment of our 
state legislature to the judgment of 
Congress; we should be bribed to make 
that surrender. If Congress can control 
the states in this matter, by offers of 
money, why can it not control our cor- 
poration taxes, our individual income 
taxes, and pretty nearly everything 
else? 

The objection to this usurpation rests 
upon the same principle as the objec- 
tions which have heretofore been made 
to the control of Congress of legislation 
relating to maternity, child welfare, and 
education. Massachusetts refused to 
accept the government subsidy in these 
matters. Why should we accept the 
consideration offered in exchange for 
our own control of our own inheritance 
taxes? 

The Federal government should stop 
its attempts to dominate state action in 
matters which properly belong to the 
states. It should cease attempting by 
the offer of money to do, under the 
guise of raising revenue, what the con- 
stitution would not allow it to do 
directly. 

Let us save our states, and our state 
rights. — The Boston Herald, April 8.

Weaving Genius 

Until the close of the Elghteenth 
century all fabrics carrying colored 
designs were woven entirely by hand. 
About 1801 Joseph Marie Jacquard in- 
vented an attachment which fs placed 
at the top of a loom and automat- 
{cally selects strands of yarn required 
to form the patterns and draws them 
up to make the surface of the cloth 
and at the same time leaves the other 
strand to form the back of the fabric. 
The attachment has ever since been 
called the jacquard. The invention 
was first put into commercial use in 
1809 In France.

Region Rich in Mineral 

Rich veins of radium, gold and other 
rare metals have been discovered in 
the Ekimchansky region of the Amur 
province, Siberia. A telephone line 
has already been constructed, co- 
operatives organized and general signs 
of life are present In this formerly des- 
olate region. New deposits of phos- 
phates were recently found in four- 
teen different localities of the govern- 
ment of Voronesch. ‘The total area 
of these localities covers about 140 
square miles and the deposits are estl- 
mated at 125,000 tons. 


Insects Rank Among 
Wonders of Nature 


Insects are wonderfully constructed 
creatures. Any part of their structure 
{a truly remarkable. Consider the 
eyes, for instance. These are of two 
kinds, namely simple eyes and com- 
pound eyes. The former are like 
“gmall polished lenses.” The latter 
are divided into minute areas, or 
facets. Folsom says that these facets 
are not necessarily equal in size, for 
{n dragon files the dorsal facets are 
frequently larger than the ventral. 
Their number is often enormous. The 
common house fiy has 4,000 facets to 
each eye; the swallow-tall butterfly 
may have as many as 17,000, The 
beetle of the genus Mordella has 25,- 
000, and a hawk or sphingid night-fly- 
{ng moth 27,000. In most species of 
two-winged files, in the wasp-like four- 
winged files, and in other kinds of 
insects, the eyes of the male are 
larger and closer together than those 
of the female. The difference is at- 
tributed to the fact that the male Is 
more active than the female, esperial- 
ly in the matter of seeking out the 
opposite sex. The maggots or files 
which live in darkness have no eyes.

“Although jute is constantly find- 
Ing new work to do in America, it will 
never acquire the myriad of uses as- 
signed to it in India, There it is string 
and rope, a baglike net for carrying 
wood or hay on bullocks, a stuff for 
tying cotton and cloth bales, a ham- 
mock for the baby, a swinging shelf, 
rug, brush, underwear, hairband and 
stage hair, incense stick, a muzzle for 
cattle, etc. America is most famillar 
with it In the guise of gunny sacks for 
carrying innumerable things to mar- 
ket. The South goes half way around 
the earth for jute, a fiber, to wrap an- 
other fiber, cotton, in bales for mar- 
ket. Jute is the base for linoleum in 
the kitchen and, very often, the rug 
in the dining room, It is the founda- 
tion of upholstery and auto tops. Much 
tarpaulin, the heavy waterproof cov- 
ering which incidentally, gives us 
the nickname ‘tar’ for sailor, is made 
of jute. 

“Natives sow jute seed in April. The 
favorite location is an alluvial sand 
bank. The fate of a flood hangs over 
the crop in the early stages, but luter 
it can withstand very heavy water. In 
August plants are cut, tied in bundles 
and anchored In creeks. Soon the bark 
is sufficiently rotted and the fibers 
loosened. Native workers, laboring 
knee-deep in the streams, strip each 
plece with a pecullar swift movement, 
The dry, shredded fibers go in bales 
to Calcutta, the main market.

Endurance of Aviators 
Dayton, Ohio.—There are speedome- 
ters and pedometers and there is the 
accelerometer. But the accelerometer 
does not measure miles or steps. It 
records bounces and bumps. It is an 
intricate little device placed under the 
pilot’s seat in an airplane and it tells 
how the flyers’ bodies stand the strain 
of being hurled around in their seat 
while the plane makes loops, spirals, 
nose dives and other forms of aertal 
gymnastics, 

The device was perfected by Lieut. 
James H. Doolittle of McCook field, 
the engineering division of the army 
alr service here. It contains a small 
strip of film on which is outlined the 
stress and strain of the body. 

Lieutenant Doolittle has found a pt- 
lot can withstand instantaneous and 
sharp movements of the plane, but 
comparatively slower dips and dives, 
continued for several seconds, causes 
the pilot to lose his faculties tempo 
rarily.

Uncover Nevada Mines 


Two Thousand Years Old 


Los Angeles, Cal.—Several new dis 
coveries throwing additional light on 
an ancient race have been made at 
Pueblo Grande de Nevada, the buried 
city of Nevada. 

The archeological finds were de 
scribed here by Governor Scrugham, 
who has followed with Interest the 
excavating work in his state. They 
include the remains of the works 
where these ancient people obtained 
their salt, ledges where they mined for 
ornaments, and remnants of clothing 
indicating famillarity with the use of 
cotton. 

“The salt was gotten from a series 
of caverns a short distance from the 
buried city,” Governor Scrugham said, 
“Some of the walls and floors of these 
caves are formed in part of pure rock 
salt and here the ancients conducted 
their salt mining. Thelr workings, 
showing where large blocks of salt 
were removed, are in the same cond 
tion of about 2,000 years ago, 

“One of the relics was a pair of san- 
dals of a type never before found ia 
this country. They are in a good state 
of preservation and were made of deer 
hide and equipped with cotton cords 
for fastening.” p

The use of sound waves as fire ex- 
tinguishers and a weapon in warfare 
fs called a possibility by Howard 
Coonley, civilian director for the 
chemical warfare service in the New 
England district. 

“It is possible in time that the tone 
wave of every building in a great city 
could be ascertained and at a central 
fire station a tuning fork would be set 
up,” Mr, Coonley says. “In case of 
fire the tuning fork would be vibrated 
and in a few minutes the fire would 
be extinguished. 

“That sounds extravagant, but 
many of you will live to see it done.” 

Experiments, he said, had already 
been conducted on his own house, The

Light Aide Surgeons 

Surgeons performing operations, 
laboratory workers, engravers and 
others are aided by a shadowless light 
developed in France, The rays are 
reflected upon the surface to be Iil- 
luminated in such a manner that the 
hands, or any other body held be- 
tween the lamp and the working area, 
cannot obscure the surface by their 
shadows.

DIAMONDS FOUND IN 
EXTINCT VOLCANOES 


Blast Twice a Day in the 
Premier Mine. 


Schenectady, N. ¥.—To any one ac- 
quainted with the mining of diamonds 
—those tiny bits of carbon which have 
played so absurdly large a part in the 
history of our civilization—the term 
“pipe” has a meaning of especial sig- 
nificance. The pipe to which any 
South African refers so casually is, 
or was, the vent of a volcano through 
which poured a stream of molten lava 
from the center of the earth. In the 
course of ages, as the volcano ceased 
to become active, this vent, or pipe, 
became filled up, and it {s in this ver- 
tical column, reaching for an {mmeas- 
urable distance into the earth, that 
the precious crystals are found. It is 
to be presumed that the peculiar crys- 
talline structure which differentiates 
a diamond from any piece of carbon 
was the result, In some way or other, 
of the previous volcanic action. 

The first discovery of diamonds in 
South Africa was entirely accidental, 
and led immediately to a frantic rush 
of exploration, much like the gold and 
oil booms which the country has 
known. But after the first fever had 
died away, people learned that except 
within certain definitely ascertainable 
limits it was quite useless to look for 
diamonds at all. This area—the area 
within the pipe—was the only place in 
which diamonds might be found. 

Pipe Oval in Shape. 

In the Premier mine, Transvaal, the 
pipe {s oval in shape, and is roughly 
half a mile long and a quarter of a 
mile wide. This whole area of some 
78 acres has been slowly dug away 
and thrown cut upon the surrounding 
territory and combed with the most 
careful scrutiny as it has been re- 
moved. 

The result has been a deep pit, the 
walls of which are the rock walls 
of the pipe, which has so far sunk 
to a depth of more than 500 feet. At 
present the mine {is worked in ter- 
races of 50-feet depth and {it is es- 
timated that this method of working 
can be employed for 80 more years. 
So far, it is estimated, more than 103,- 
000,000 loads of earth have been re- 
moved, from which has been extracted 
23,500,000 karats of diamonds, 

It has been found that the working 
of the mine {g much more profitable 
if it can be operated for 24 hours a 
day, continuously; and this brought in 
an especially difficult problem of illu- 
mination. At first an are lighting 
system was Introduced, but the con- 
stant blasting was so destructive to 
the lamps and wiring that it had to 
be abandoned. 

Finally, with the help of the South 
African General Electric company, a 
method of lighting it by huge search- 
lights, mounted on the brim in batter- 
fes and shedding thelr beams down 
into the pit was evolved Altogether 
there are 14 separate batteries of 
lights, mounted in huts at intervals 
along the edge. It is now possible to 
carry on the activities 24 hours a day, 
with no interruption, since provisions 
are made for every emergency. 

Blasting Twice Daily. 

Blasting in the Premier mine takes 
place twice every day, at noon and at 
six o'clock, and is so accurately timed 
that a watch may be set by it. When 
the blast is about to be fired the 
swarms of black workmen may be 
seen rushing for the caves in which 
they stay during the process. Then, 
after the blasting is done, down they 
rush again and commence to fill the 
waiting cars with the material. The 
reason for their rushing Hes in the 
fact that a bonus is offered for the 
number of cars they fill, Then the 
cars are dragged up the steep incline 
by a cable tramway. 

The process of extracting diamonds 
{s comparatively simple, It consists 
of drying and crushing the blue earth 
in which they are hidden and in re- 
moving the crystals by a further me- 
chanical process. When found they 
look like nothing more exciting than 
rough pebbles; and it 1s not until they 
have been cut and polished with in- 
finite care that the sparking beauty 
for which they are known Is made 
apparent. It was in the Premier mine 
that the Cullinan diamond, weighing 
over 8,000 karats, or one and one-third 
pounds, was found, and has since been 
cut up and made a part of the British 
crown jewels.

day. It is true that most children take 
naturally to milk, but that does not 
mean that they must be fed ft ad 
nauseam, On the contrary, that Is the 
very thing to be avoided. 

Pediatriclans advise consumption by 
children of a quart of milk a day ta 
one form or another. This does not 
mean skim milk, but whole milk, for 
the skimmed product Is lacking both 
{n butter fat and the essential food 
element known as vitamin A, which is 
found In butter fat. Many mothers 
do not appreciate that removal of 
cream from the top of a bottle of 
milk results In skim milk. 

In evaporated milk, a product rec- 
ommended by many leading doctors 
for the use of infants and children 
and which {fs simply pure cow's milk 
sterilized in cans and with sixty per 
cent of the water removed, there is 
no cream line. The milk in the top 
of a can Is the same as It Is in the 
bottom of the container, This re- 
sults from a process called homogenis- 
ation, In which the fat globules in 
the milk are broken up into such 
microscopic bits that they remain in 
homogeneous suspension, Every drop 
of homogenized milk has a buttery 
taste because {t contains butter fat. 
For this reason, In evaporated milk, 
there is none of the flat taste one 
finds In drinking from the bottom of a 
bottle of market milk. 

In order to avold feeding the baby 
or child plain milk three or four times 
a day, many authorities recommend 
the use of a mixture of fruit juice and 
milk, a highly palatable and refresh- 
ing drink 

Following is a recipe worked out 
by experts for an orange-milk drink: 

Mix in a fruit jar % of a cupful ef 
orange juice, % of a cupful of evap- 
orated milk, three teuspoonfuls of 
sugar, % teaspoonful of lemon Jjulee 
and a few grains of sult. Shuke well 
before serving.

Tube Betrays Burglars 

A tube so sensitive that it rings a 
bell when a ring of cigarette smoke 
floats by, that shrieks a warning when 
the shadow of a burglar crosses its 
surface, that measures the light of 
stars millions of miles away, was ex- 
hibited recently. 

It is a combination of a thermionic 
tube, one that responds to heat, and 
a photoelectric cell which turns light 
into electricity. 

The tube looks like an ordinary vac- 
uum tube, says a writer in Popular 
Science Magazine, but reacts to vart- 
ations of light falling on it, these va- 
riations being converted into surges 
of electricity thet can be converted 
{nto sound. The sounds are amplified 
a thousand times.

The facts appear to 
be that a dog more than two years 
old is more easily taught than the av- 
erage puppy because he is more capa- 
ble of understanding what you wish 
him to do. 

Many an intelligent dog is spoiled 
by too inaistent efforts to correct 
minor faults in the early stages of 
his training. His spirit is broken be- 
fore he has an opportunity to learn 
things worth while. Many dog train- 
ers, in handling hunting-dogs, or even 
watch-dogs, insist that they should not 
be taught little tricks, such as sitting 
up and begging for food, or jumping 
through one’s hands. The objection 
is that the trick dog comes to look 
for signals from his master and ts 
less likely to act on his own initiative.

“Ghost-Fear” Strong 
Among Real Romanys 


If, during a country stroll, you come 
to a clear-running stream or river, 
and notice at the bottom a collection 
of broken crockery, kettles, pans, and 
s0 on, you may be sure that a gypsy 
camp {s near, and that a gypsy has 
died there, 

On that day after the funeral of 
a real Romany, the relations burn all 
the clothes and other consumable be- 
longings of the dead person, Then all 
the crockery and utensils are broken 
and solemnly thrown into the near- 
est running water. 

Behind this queer custom lies 
“ghost-fear.” It is believed that, so 
long as any of the possessions of a 
dead gypsy remain intact, his ghost 
will “walk,” and ill-luck and misfor- 
tune will dog the camp. Sometimes, 
so strong is this superstition, even 
the horse of a dead gypsy 1s de- 
stroyed. 

Gypsies never utter the names of 
the dead, and for a long time after a 
death will not eat or drink anything 
that was a favorite with the departed. 
This is “ghost-fear” again. 

Rarely, if ever, are flowers placed 
on a gypsy’s grave. Some little pos- 
session that they loved In life—a toy 
for a child, or a blackened teapot, 
broken first, for an old woman, and 
so on—is the usual choice. 


Huguenot Was First 
New York Physician 


Dr. Johannes La Montagne was the 
first educated man of medicine to set- 
tle down in the ttle Dutch town of 
what is now New York and hang out 
his shingle officially. He was a 
Huguenot gentleman of forty-two, a 
man who had obtained a splendid med- 


Univorsity of Loydon He had mar- 
ried a girl named Rachel DeForest, 
whose family had moved to this new 
country, and the letters home had told 
of such promise that he decided to try 
it for himself. 

So in 1637 he came, Almost imme- 
diately he assumed an important place 
in the commmunity life.

Railway Gauge Varies 

The standard gauge of railways is 
4 feet 8% inches in the United States, 
Canada, Great Britain, a number of 
countries on the continent of Europe, 
etc., it being the gauge which pre- 
vails on probably three-fourths of the 
railways of the globe. There have 
been various different gauges, and in 
fact a number thereof are in use at 
the present day. The old broad 
gauge was 7 feet. There are nar- 
row-gauge lines of 8 feet. In Ire- 
land the usual gauge is 5 feet 3 
inches; in France there are lines of 
4 feet 9 inches; in Spain and Portu- 
gal the normal gauge is 5 feet 5% 
inches; in Russia, 5 feet; in India, 
the prevailing gauge is 5 feet 6 
inches; in the British colonies, 8 feet 
6 inches; in South America, 5 feet 6 
inches, with various others,
